He 
was later advised by these of- 
ficials on Tuesday, March 21, 
that the showing would be made 
as contracted, but that in the 
light of my protests an an- 
nouncement would be made at 
the beginning and end of the 
film to the effect that at the 
time the film was produced Mr.

After discussing the matter 
with Governor ‘Collins, I called 
it to the attention of the State 
Department which promptly 
made inquiry concerning the 
showing of the film in Great 
Britain and was informed that 
it had been contracted for with 
CBS and was about to be shown 
as advertised. 

Later Mr. Edmund Bunker, 
CBS Representative in Washing- 
ton, called me as a result of the 
conversation I had with Gover- 
nor Collins. He advised that the 
film had been sold to BBC some- 
time ago; that it is routine for 
programs to be put on the mar- 
ket for foreign distribution af- 
ter domestie presentation, by 
CBS; and that it was too late 
to cancel the British showing of 
the program. 

Still later I received two calls 
from Mr. Murrow, who was 
sworn in yesterday as Director 
of the United States Informa- 
tion Agency. Mr. Murrow ad- 
vised me that he both deplores 
and resents the fact that CBS 
sold the “Harvest of Shame” 
film for foreign presentation, 
that he is “deeply distressed” 
that it did so and that re- 
gards this CBS action as™'whol.

In the first two centuries af- 
ter the crucifixion, a contro- 
versy arose over when the fest- 
ival was to be celebrated. The 
custom in Asia Minor was to 
observe Easter with the Lord's 
Supper on the evening of the 
14th of the Jewish month of 
Nisan, which was Passover, re- 
gardless of the day of the week. 
The Romans, however, preferred 
to hold the Easter feast always 
on Sunday. 

The Nicene Council of 325 re- 
solved the dispute. It set the 
date for Easter as the first Sun- 
day after the first full moon 
after March 21, which is about 
the time of the vernal equinox. 
It cannot come before Masch 22

The intercep- 
levee will also be the south- 
ern boundary of a magnificent 
new primary fishing area which 
will develop as a result of deep- 
er water for longer periods in 
the upper three quarters, or 
™ zone, of the big water stor- 
age area, Thus, the present 
prime fishing area at Andytown 
s will, in effect, be relocated about 
two miles north. 

The U. S. Corps of Engineers, 
construction agency for the FCD 
has built a 200-foot ramp for 
small boat launching at the point 
where the interceptor levee 
meets U. S. 27. The FCD is also 
ready to set aside this corner 
of the Conservation Area where 
Levees 35B meets U. S. 27 as 
a recreational site for develop- 
ment by local authorities. 

The vast storage area has al- 
ready been entirely encircled 
with huge levees and canals ex- 
cept in one small area where 
work is nearing completion. 

Part of the western levees of 
the storage has been construct- 
ed by raising U. S. 27. An im- 
portant water control structure 
near Andytown is still under 
construction but nearing com- 
pletion. 

Another important water con- 
trol structure, S-38, is still un- 
der construction in the East 
Coast Levee west of Pompano 
Beach where Cypress Creek 
Canal joins Conservation Area 
No. 2. However, what relatively 
little yet remains to be complet- 
ed in the multi-million dollar 
construction of this huge area, 
encircled by levees and com- 
plete with many water control 
structures, will be finished by 
mid-July and will play a major 
role in future hurricane times. 
Because the Conservation Area 
will be encircled by levees, it 
will be able to receive and hold 
the full amount of water it was 
designed to handle, control and 
store for later drought periods.

Deeply concerned over Amer- 
ica's inability to effectively 
counteract Communist subver- 
sion and propaganda, 
ost powerful weapon in the 
Alan Grant.

Mr. Grant's proposal is pro- 
bably the most constructive and 
intelligent solution to the pro- 
blem yet advanced and it has 
commanded the attention and 
support of a number of influ- 
ential congressional leaders in- 
cluding Congressman Sid Her- 
Jong and Walter Judd as well as 
Senators Smathers, Mundt, 
Douglas, Case and others. 

Military strength and ability 
to retaliate may delay a hot 
war, but if in the meantime 
Communism through propa- 
ganda and subversion can win 
the battle for men’s minds the 
Free World will lose by default. 

Bills calling for the establish- 
ment of a “Freedom Academy” 
were introduced in both the 
House and Senate last year, but 
were not acted upon. Now Sen- 
ator Karl E. Mundt has intro- 
duced a new bill, companion 
to a bill introduced in the House 
by Congressman Herlong. 

The purpose of the proposed 
legislation is to bring about sub- 
stantial improvement in this na- 
tion's and the Free World’s abi- 
lity to fight the cold war. 

To accomplish this two cour- 
ses of action are proposed: First: 
the creation of an agency in 
government responsible for de- 
veloping a systematic non-mili- 
tary action to counteract Com- 
munistic cold war activities. 
‘Second: the setting up of a Free- 
dom Academy wherein courses 
in applied science of such non- 
military warfare can be offered 
to a wide range of individuals, 
including government person- 
nel, teachers, trade unionists, 
businessmen, clergymen, and 
others; equiping them for world 
wide posts in the battle for 
men’s minds. 

The imperative need for suth 
action is forcefully pointed out 
in an article that appeared in 
the February issue of the Read- 
er's Digest, entitled “What We 
Must Do to Win the Cold War.”

But it finances a great deal of this sort of 
thing at present and no one seems to be able to 
come up with a solution. And let this writer 
make it clear that he includes unemployment com- 
pensation as a part of the general social securi 
program. The results, therefor, òf this ma: 
effort, largely political in inspiration, to bridge 
such universal crises in the lives of just about 
everybody have been more to prolong the trouble 
than to alleviate it.” 


A report of the Chamber of Commerce of 
the United States indicates that the American 
people have hardly been niggardly in support- 
ing the schools. We are spending three times 
more money on public elementary and second- 
ary schools than we spent 10 years ago, and eight 
times more than 30 years ago. Expenditures will 
top $16 billion, for a new record, by the end of 
the current school year. Putting it another way, 
we are spending an average of about $390 per 
pupil, which is 52 per cent more than the 1950-51 
igure.
